Returns previously received from sheep owners had indi- 
cated that approximately 4,480,000 ewes had been mated or reserved 
for the 1939 winter and spring lambing, but present advices have 
reduced the total number of ewes mated to approximately 4,400,000. 


Including the spring lambing, there should be 3,050,000 
lambs marked this year compared with 3,077,634 last year, which was 
the record. 


II. WOOLSCOURING AND FELLMONGERING WORKS. Excluding wool 
scoured in Woollen mills 13,916,941 (12,104,311) lbs. of greasy wool 
were treated and 6,114,888 (4,457,178) lbs. scoured wool obtained, 
average 2.3 (2.7) lbs. greasy to 1 lb. scoured, From sheepskins and 
pieces stripped, there was obtained the equivalent of hee dlteg HOO 
(3,578,000) los. of greasy wool. 


TII. WOOLLEN MILLS, 1938-39. Approximately 1,400,000 
(1,750,000) lbs. of greasy wool were used in local woollen mills.
